Woman in North St. Louis.

THE JOHNSTON MURDER. 


The Police Reports Contradict the Stery of 
Susie Fuller. 


The police report of the Johnston murder 
tells an entirely different tale from that given 
the Post-DISPATOH by Susie Fuller. From the 
woman’s statement, which appeared in last 
evening’s issue, the case was wholly one 
sided, Johnston making ap unprovoked as- 
sault upon the Fuller woman. Police investi- 
gation places the matter in a different light. 


P Thos. L. Fruchte of the Fifth 
Police District says: ‘‘I have investigated the 
stabbing of Ben Johnston by a colored woman 
named Susie Fuller on the night of March 80 in 
a vacant lot between Maffett and Kennerly av- 
enues and ascertain that on the preceding day 
the woman invited Johnston 
4427 Maffitt avenue, as he was passing. This 
Was about II a. m. He refused to enter. She 
snatched his cap and during the tussle 
which ensued some hard words passed 
between the two. He claimed that 
on this occasion the Fuller woman tried to cut 
him, but he succeeded in preventing her from 
using her knife. That evening they met at the 
house of Katie Crump, colored, at 4544 Maffitt 
avenue, where the quarrel was renewed, some 
hard words being used. The Crump and Fuller 
women then went out after a pitcher 
of beer. Johnston started for home, 
and met the women on the vacant 
lot above mentioned. Here the Fuller 
woman stepped up to Johnston, and without 
a word being spoken by either party, drewa 
dirk knife aud stabbed him in the breast. 
She then ran away. Johnston, assisted by the 
Crump woman, Joe McCaffery, living on 
Oora and Kennerly, and a colored man named 
Ewing living at 460] 238 avenue, managed 
to get to his home, 4609 Mamtt avenue, where 
he was attended by Dr. Lowry, 2552 Taylor ave- 
nue. He died at 11:50 p. m., April 1, his death 
resulting from the wound inflicted by the Ful- 
ler woman. The latter was arrested at her 
home shortiy after the cutting, and sent to 
3 charged with assault with intent 
to ki At the time of the cutting the wound 
inflicted on Johnston was not considered a 
dangerous one. Officers Hanna, R. M. Hick- 
mau, J. Phillips and Punshon made the ar- 
rest, 4 and are important witnesses in the 
case. 

If this be a plain statement of facts it will go 
hard with Susie Fuller, the prisoner, who is 
now confined in the City Jail.

He had made an examina- 
tion yesterday at the hotel where the lady is 
9 He had done so by order ofthe 
court e found a great deal of atrophy 
in the muscles and an _  inabi to in- 
cline the thigh forward. He h ound a 
shortness inthe injured limb off a half to 
three-quarters of an inch and this shortness 
would be permanent. The impairment of the 
function he believed would be slight event- 
ually. When questioned as to what per cent of 
such cases completely recovered he said that 
cases Of an absolutely perfect recovery were 
very rare, but in most cases of fracture, such 
hs Mrs. Kraper’ s, the lasting effects were not 
very serious. He had no doubt, he said, that 
she would continue to improve, and thought 
It probable that in time she would be able 
to get around without any sup- 
port, In extra capsula fractures 
a union took place usually in two and a half 
months, andaunion, firm, solid and bony. 
had taken place in Mrs. Kraper’s case. 
shortness in the limb was accounted for by 
the fact thatthe small thigh bone had been 
driven into the larger one. 

The examination of Dr. Prewitt lasted some 
time and Mr. Taylor, who cross-examined 
him, was assisted by drawings furnished by 
Dr. Bernays. Atthe conclusion of Dr. Prew- 
itt’s testimony Mrs. Kraper was assisted to 
the witness chair and gave an account of the 
manner in which she had sustained the Injury.

PRAIRIE FIRES IN DAKOTA, 


Baildings and Live Stock Lost—Farmers 
Homeless—Business Block Gutted. 


SCOTLAND, Dak., April 3.—Another terrible 
prairie fre swept over the country south ot 
Scotland yesterday afternoon, and its path 16 
marked bythe smoldering embers of many 
homes to-night. A very high wind preyatied 
all day, and with the grass as dry as tinder 
the terrific force of the fire is de- 
yond description. At 8 o'clock word was 
brought to town that the prairie was afire 
north of West Town, and impediately a bun- 
dred men started in teams toward the ap- 
proaching fire, armed with brooms and sacks. 
Arriving at Alfred Brown's farm, two miles 


north, all his barns, dairies and cattie sheds 
were one blazing mass, and the efforts of the 
crowd were directed to saving his residence 
and beating the fire out that would in 
a short time have swept down upon 
the town. Brown’s residence was 
saved, but all his household goods 
that had been carried out by the family were 
burned. One mile north ot Brown’s the fire 
burned Henry Hagelfry out of every earthiy 
possession, His house, barns and stock 
were consumed and he barely escaped with 
his family. Across from Hagelfry lived D. K. 
Tomlinson, a prosperous farmer, and every- 
thing about his place except his 
house was swept away. Five houses 
and several head of live stock 
were among his losses. His wife was 
home alone when the fire broke out and could 
do nothing to save the property. By evenin 
the fire in the west had been extinguished, bu 
it is still raging in the southeast. The town 
of Olivet, the county seat of Hutchinson 
County, eight miles north, is repo to b 
more than half burned up. The bridges on 
the railroad west of the town were burn

New YORK, April 8.—The American Meat 
Co. has been incorporated under the laws of 
Pennsylvania with a capital of $25,000,000. 
This 1s the so-called beef syndicate which has 
been in process of formation for two years or 
more, and concerning which much has 
already been published.

York and Philadelphia capitalists, but
